Rare butterfly thrives 


THE long hot summer has allowed 
an extremely rare butterfly, the 
heath fritillary, to have a second 
brood emerge in Belfairs Woods in 
Leigh-on-Sea. 

The heath fritillary is one of 
Britain’s rarest butterflies and was 
considered to be on the brink of 
extinction in the late 1970s. 

A re-introduction into Essex and 
continued habitat management has 
allowed the butterfly’s numbers to 
gradually grow and now, the long 
hot summer as seen a second brood 
flying for the flrst time in the Essex 
Wildlife Trust nature reserve at 
Belfairs Woods. 

The delicate orange and brown 
chequered butterfly can be seen 
flying close to the ground in a 
distinctive flutter and glide 
pattern. Their colonies in Essex are 
restricted to where the food plant 
for its larvae, common cow-wheat 
grows, which requires accurate and 


continuous habitat management. 

Essex Wildlife Trust staff and 
a group of dedicated volunteers 
have been managing parts of the 
woodland for the butterfly and its 
food plant for a number of years 
and their numbers have been slowly 
growing. Generally the butterfly 
emerges from May through to July, 
however, the climatic conditions 
this year have meant the larvae 
were able to grow quickly enough 
to see a new brood emerge. 

Tristan Cola^o, Essex Wildlife 
Trust’s ranger at Belfairs Woods, 
said: “The second flight period 
of heath fritillary here is really 
exciting. Numbers are looking 
really great here thanks to the 
fantastic habitat management our 
volunteer team have been helping 
us to create over the years. 

“Hopefully the mild weather will 
set things up to be very positive 
next year as well.”

Hospital agrees massive payout for family of boy robbed of oxygen at birth 


THE parents of a 10-year-old boy 
who suffers from a form of eerebral 
palsy as a result of being starved of 
oxygen during birth have agreed 
a damages paekage approaehing 
flOmillion with hospital bosses, 
a High Court judge has been told. 

Mr Justiee Lavender approved 
a settlement between the eouple 
and bosses at Southend University 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust at 


a High Court hearing in London 
on Monday. 

Liability had been “settled at” 70 
per eent, he was told. 

The judge said the boy had been 
left with profound injuries. 

He made an order whieh bars 
journalists from identifying the 
youngster. 

Barrister Simon Browne QC, 
who represented the boy’s parents, 


said the paekage totalled around 
£9.5m and would be made up of a 
lump sum plus regular payments. 

He said the money would eover 
future eare eosts and eompensate 
the boy’s parents for eare already 
provided. 

Barrister Riehard Booth QC, 
who represented the NHS trust, 
apologised for “any identified 
failings” in eare provided on the 


day the boy was bom. 

He also paid tribute to the boy’s 
parents for the “astonishing and 
unstinting” eare they had provided. 

Mr Booth said no amount of 
money eould “turn baek the eloek”. 

But he said tmst bosses hoped 
that the paekage would “go some 
way towards alleviating the 
enormous ehallenges yet to be 
faeed”.

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Dad is among first to join 
clinical trials for MS drug

A FATHER from Southend with 
multiple selerosis is amongst the first 
to take part in the biggest ever trial for 
seeondary progressive MS (SPMS) in 
the UK. 

Steve Homett, 56, will be treated at 
the University College London. 

Co-funded by the MS Soeiety, the 
MS-STAT2 trial is a Phase 3 study, 
to eonfirm whether simvastatin eould 
beeome one of the first drugs to slow 
or stop disability progression in SPMS, 
offering new hope to thousands. 

The trial will involve 1,180 people 
aeross the UK with SPMS who have no 
effeetive treatment. 

The former earpenter developed 
seeondary progressive MS a eouple of 
years ago after living with the relapsing 
form of the eondition for 20 years. 

He said: “Eve had MS for a third of 
my life, but it never impaeted me that 
mueh until it beeame progressive. 

“I used to run and eyele and do lots 
of exereise, but now that’s out of the 
question. 

“I had to buy a wheelehair two years 
ago, and although I’m not in it all the

time I do rely on it, and ean only walk 
very short distanees. 

“I ean see myself slowly getting 
worse, but this trial might ehange that 
- if it leads to a new treatment for 
SPMS, the next ten years eould look 
eompletely different.” 

MS is an ineurable neurologieal 
eondition. 

The disease eauses the immune 
system, whieh normally fights off 
infeetion, to attaek the proteetive 
eoating of nerves in the brain and spinal 
eord, whieh ean ereate problems with 
vision, walking and balanee. 

It affeets more than 100,000 people in 
the UK, and most expeet to develop a 
progressive form of the eondition. 

It eauses problems with how people 
move, see, think, and feel. 

Positive results from a smaller trial 
showed simvastatin - a type of statin 
used to reduee high eholesterol levels 
in blood - eould improve levels of 
disability and slow disease progression. 

It also redueed the rate of atrophy or 
shrinkage of the brain. 

Simvastatin is a eommon eholesterol 
lowering medieation used in millions of 
people around the world. 

The £6million trial is being funded 
by the MS Soeiety in eollaboration 


with the National Institute for Health 
Researeh, the National MS Soeiety 
(US), the NHS and UK universities. 

There are eurrently no lieensed 
treatments that target disability 
progression in people with this type 
ofMS. 

Dr Susan Kohlhaas, direetor of 
researeh at the MS Soeiety, said: 
“Today, if you’re diagnosed with 
this form of MS you don’t have any 
options, but we’re getting eloser to 
ehanging that, and hopefully delivering 
the solution everyone has been waiting 
for.” 

Dr Jeremy Chataway, UCL Institute 
of Neurology, who is leading the 
trial, added: “Simvastatin is one of 
the most promising treatment prospeets 
for seeondary progressive MS in our 
lifetime. People with this form of the 
eondition have been waiting deeades 
for a drug that works, whieh is why 
there’s sueh exeitement around being 
able to start the trial. 

“While it’s still early days, we believe 
simvastatin eould ehange lives.”

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Safety advice to uni 
students who rent 



STUDENTS across Essex heading 
baek to university are being urged to 
eheek eorreet safety measures have 
been followed before moving into 
rental aeeommodation. 

The adviee eomes after a survey of 
students revealed nearly two thirds 
experieneed issues with property they 
live in, ranging from damp and heating 
system problems to poor seeurity. 

With maintenanee grants serapped 
and tuition fees rising, there is eoneem 
students will sign eontraets for eheaper 
housing without properly inspeeting 
the property in an effort to save money. 

This eould result in students living 
in potentially unsafe aeeommodation, 
whieh might put their health at risk, or 
ereate disruption if they have to move 
out if the house is uninhabitable. 

Of partieular eoneem are poorly 
maintained heating systems that eould 
be life-threatening if they emit harmful 
earbon monoxide fumes. 

To help with their property seareh, 
OFTEC, the trade body for the oil 
heating industry, has issued a eheeklist 
whieh outlines legal requirements 
landlords must follow and key red flags 
to look out for: 

1. Every floor must have a working 
smoke alarm. Carbon monoxide alarms 
are mandatory in rooms using solid fuel. 

2. There must be elear aeeess to a 
fire eseape route at all times. 

3. Upholstered furniture sueh as 
beds and sofas must have appropriate 


fire safety labels attaehed. 

4. Cheek all eleetrieal applianees 
work eorreetly as it is the landlord’s 
responsibility to ensure they are in 
good eondition. Eleetrieal Safety First 
also reeommends portable eleetrieal 
applianees provided by landlords are 
tested regularly. 

5. For a mains gas heating system, 
the boiler must have been servieed by 
a Gas Safe registered engineer. If you 
move into one of the 23,000 oil-heated 
homes in Essex, an OFTEC registered 
teehnieian should serviee the system. 
When viewing the property, ask to test 
the heating and eheek that radiators 
warm up. 

Maleolm Farrow, from OFTEC, said: 
“Whilst the vast majority of landlords 


are fully responsible, unfortunately 
there are some unserupulous owners 
who will try to dupe students into 
living in potentially unsafe aeeommo¬ 
dation full of problems. With rising 
eosts and university towns, affordable 
housing is often in short supply so 
it’s easy to feel pressured into taking 
the first property you find. But, when 
moving in, it is important to inspeet the 
property and ensure all safety meas¬ 
ures are in plaee and everything is 
working eorreetly. In partieular, eheek 
the heating system is working beeause 
you might not turn it on and notiee any 
problems until later in the year onee the 
weather gets eolder.”

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Cutting free swims 
for the over-65s 
branded ‘miserly’ 


A LABOUR councillor has described a reduction 
in free swimming for older residents in Southend 
as a “miserly cut”. 

Charles Willis, shadow portfolio holder for 
healthy communities and wellbeing, was talking 
after Southend Couneil said four free swims 
will be on offer for residents aged 65 and over 
between Oetober 1 and Mareh 31. 

The sessions are at Belfairs Swim Centre, 
Shoeburyness Leisure Centre and Southend 
Leisure and Tennis Centre. 

Under the Wet Wednesdays seheme, whieh 
began in 2010 and ends on September 26, over- 
65s eould swim for free every Wednesday. 

Cllr Willis said: “This is a miserly eut that is 
exaetly the wrong thing to do. We need proper 
investment in promoting better health for all. We 
must do the best for residents and this is nothing 
like the ideal.” 

The eouneil says the eut in free swims is due 
to the level of funding no longer being available. 

Cllr Lesley Salter, eabinet member for healthy 
eommunities and wellbeing, said: “I hope that 
those who partieipated in Wet Wednesdays will 
dip their toes in this free swimming seheme. 

“This seheme is very mueh aimed at helping 
people to reeognise the health benefits of regu¬ 
lar exereise. Swimming is a great way to keep 
healthy and results from this pilot over the eom- 
ing six months will tell us who is being reaehed 
and inform next steps, not a seatter-gun approaeh 
that will drain finite resourees.” 

Swipe eards will be needed to redeem the four 
free sessions and ean be eolleeted at reeeption of 
eaeh of the eentres. Residents will be asked for 
a name, age, address, and an aetivity question.

PLANS to transform a Southend convent 
building into a housing complex have suffered 
a major setback after council officers found the 
development to be “unsustainable”. 

The Congregation of the Sisters of Nazareth 
submitted an outline planning bid to demolish 
buildings at Nazareth House in London Road and 
build a 77-bed care home, convent and 154 flats. 

The homes would be set across four buildings 
between three and seven storeys. A museum and 
shops would also be part of the development. 

An existing chapel would be the only building 
not demolished but it would be redeveloped to 
include a new entrance lobby and door to con¬ 
nect it to the new care home. But the plans are 
in jeopardy after council officers recommended 
the application be refused when it goes before 
Southend’s development committee. 

Their report notes that the application has 
been submitted with no indication that it will 
contribute towards affordable housing and 
secondary education and calls the size, scale and 
design “unacceptable”. 

Nazareth House opened in 1873 as a hospital

that provided accommodation for the elderly and 
for sickly or “incurable” children aged from one 
to 12, mostly from the Roman Catholic faith. 

Today it is a residential and nursing home for 
the elderly. Robert York, chief executive of the 
Sisters of Nazareth, which operates the care 
home, called the recommendation “regrettable”. 

“The site has been looked at for redevelopment 
for many years and originally we were looking at 
elderly assisted living apartments as well as the 
care home,” he said. “What we are trying to do 
is rebuild the care facility so that it is a building 
fit for purpose in 2018 and to do that we need to 
maximise the site to be able to afford it. 

“The building was built in the 1800s and care of 
the elderly and children was very different then to 
what it is now. We provide elderly residents with 
a care home for life and we are adamant that we 
will continue to do that.” 

Mark Flewitt, former councillor for housing, 
said: “I am pleased that it has been taken so seri¬ 
ously but I’m not going to be judgemental about 
the end result as it is such a landmark building. 

“It is a challenging application and while the 
officers have reached a recommendation, it will be 
my colleagues on the committee who will make 
the decision on whether to agree with the refusal, 
disagree or defer it and say why not delay it.”

B reak out your tie-dyed 
shirts, miniskirts, mod suits, 
and bouffant hairdos - the 
sixties are back, baby!

The Searchers emerged 
from Liverpool as part of the 
’60s Merseybeat scene along¬ 
side bands The Fourmost, The 
Swinging Blue Jeans and rock 
music royalty. The Beatles. 

The Searchers, founded in 
1959 by John McNally and Mike 
Pender, have sold more than 
50million records worldwide 
over six decades. 

The Yellow Advertiser spoke to 
bassist Frank Allen, who joined 
the band in 1964, as he gears up 
for what may be his last ever tour. 

“The show is partly a Journey 
through the history of the band,” 
he said. “There is a lot of com¬ 
munication with the audience, 
telling them the stories and play¬ 


ing the hits, in the company of 
friends. 

“It’s a nice change for us," 
Frank mused, referring to playing 
alongside bands who they rose to 
prominence with. 

Frank lists some of his greatest 
memories as playing at Wembley 
Stadium as guests of Cliff Richard 
in 1989 and being presented to 
The Queen at the Royal Variety 
show in 1981. 

He also fondly remembers play¬ 
ing the Brooklyn Fox, New York, 
in 1964 on a bill that featured the 
likes of Dusty Springfield, Marvin 
Gaye, The Supremes, Smokey 
Robinson and the Miracles, and 
The Temptations - “Where could 
you get a show like that today?” 


he quipped. His stand-out per¬ 
formances, the memories he 
cherishes the most, were playing 
for the troops stationed abroad. 

“We have played in Belfast and 
Bosnia amongst other places,” 
he explained. “We also played 
for some troops in the Falkland 
Islands, even though there may 
only have only been 40 or so 
people in the room, the atmos¬ 
pheres were incredible.” 

However, for Frank and The 
Searchers, Sixties Gold may be 
the last opportunity to create 
lasting memories. “For us it’s all 
coming to an end, we are retiring 
at the end of March next year. 
We have decided to hang up our 
boots and take a rest,” he said. 


“I have fallen out of love with 
the rotten parts of the business - 
the hours and hours on the road 
and these things. At this point in 
my life I want to take a break and 
see what else is out there.” 

Frank, who turns 75 a month 
after the show, did leave the door 
open for a possible return, saying: 
“It might not be forever, we may 
come back.”

a Mills’ almond Victoria cake 


F or a special occasion, 
rather than an everyday 
bake. 

Ingredients 
(Serves 12) 

For the cake: 

300g ground almonds 
240g buckwheat flour (or 
plain flour) 

Itbsp bicarbonate of soda 
Pinch of sea salt flakes 
440ml maple syrup 
100ml almond milk 
The water from 1 x 400g 
tin of chickpeas (not the 
chickpeas themselves) 

For the icing: 

400g pure coconut 
yoghurt 

50ml maple syrup 
The scraped seeds of 1 
vanilla pod or Itsp vanilla 
powder 
For the middle: 
lOOg strawberry jam 
To decorate (optional): 
Handful of fresh strawber 
ries, chopped 
Handful of edible flowers 
Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 
200°C (fan 180°C). Line two 
23cm cake tins with baking 
parchment. 

2. In a large bowl, mix the 
ground almonds, buckwheat 
flour, bicarb and salt, stirring 
well to remove any lumps. 
Add the maple syrup, almond 
milk and chickpea water 
and mix again until it comes 
together to form a smooth 
batter. 

3. Pour equal amounts of 
the batter into the lined tins 
and bake for 20 minutes. 



until well risen and a knife 
inserted in the centre comes 
out clean - if it doesn’t, place 
the tins back in the oven for 
five more minutes. Once 
ready, remove and leave the 
cakes to cool in their tins 
until room temperature, 
around 30 minutes. 

4. While the cakes cool, 
make the icing. Whisk the 
coconut yoghurt using an 
electric whisk - either a 
stand mixer or a hand whisk 
- until it becomes really thick, 
around five to 10 minutes. It’s 
really important to whisk 
the yoghurt on its own first, 
before adding the maple 
syrup. Once it feels very thick 
and holds its shape, add the 
syrup and vanilla and con¬ 


tinue whisking for a further 
minute. If you don’t have an 
electric whisk you can use 
a balloon whisk - just make 
sure you whisk long enough 
to get a good amount of air 
and thickness into the mix. 

5. Once the cakes are cool, 
spread the jam over one and 
sandwich it with the other. 
Spoon the icing over the top 
of the cake and smooth it 
over evenly. We like adding 
berries and edible flowers as 
decoration.

Auctions power ahead whiie private 
treaties staii, says Auction House

Driving hazard test looks out of date

THOUSANDS of new drivers 
eould miss vital signs to take extra 
eare beeause the eurrent pereeption 
test is out of date and needs 
modernising, aeeording to a survey 
just out. 

The eurrent test eontains hazards 
sueh as eyelists, ears turning 
ahead and horse riders, but new 
drivers told LV= insuranee that a 
number of “modem” risks weren’t 
ineluded. 

For example, the most eommon 
“modem” hazards inelude potholes 
(reported by 41 per eent of new 
drivers), pedestrians on mobile 
phones (reported by 33 per eent), 
ehildren on seooters (reported by 
21 per eent) and even vape elouds 
from vehiele windows (reported by 
11 per eent). 

One in six new drivers say 
they find it diffieult to spot these 
everyday hazards. 

And nearly half of new drivers 
say the hazard pereeption test did 
not prepare them for life on the 
road, and a further 57 per eent 
said they do not believe other new 


drivers are prepared to deal with 
the driving hazards they faee. 

The hazard pereeption test was 
introdueed in 2002 and sinee then, 
the hazard eontent has not been 
updated. 

Yet, more than half of all drivers 
say that hazards on our roads have 
ehanged and there are now more 
of them than when they started 
driving. 

As a result of these findings, LV= 
is ealling on the Government to 
update the hazard pereeption test, 
so that newly qualified drivers are 
better prepared for today’s roads. 

Kevin Clinton, head of road 
safety at The Royal Soeiety for the 
Prevention of Aeeidents said: “In 
reeent years, more aeeidents have 
oeeurred due to ‘modem’ driving 
hazards. 

“For example, year-on-year we 
have seen an inerease in the number 
of ineidents due to potholes. 

“Our adviee to new drivers is to 
expeet the unexpeeted. 

“That’s why we are supporting 
TV’s eall to make sure the hazard 
pereeption test is kept relevant so it 
better-prepares new drivers for the 
hazards they’ll faee.”
